REPUBLIC UNLESS BEATEN TO GROUND 


LONDON, June 20.—Premier Lloyd George declared to the 
railway delegation with which he conferred Friday with re- 
gard to the sending of troops and munitions to Ireland, that 
the government would never agree to an independent Irish re- 
pubiic unless absolutely beaten to the ground. This statement 
appears in the official report of the conference.

Londonderry Riots Resumed 

LONDONDERY, June 20.-—(Assoc- 
tate Press.)—Five persons were killed, 
ten others seriously wounded, seven ot 
fem mortally and about 100 othera 
were badly injured during a period 
of desperate rioting in this city Sat- 
urday night. The fighting owas ac- 
companied hy several attempts at in- 
cendiarism, one of which resulted in 
tne burning of a large drapery store. 

The rioting was a continuation of 
the disorders of Friday night, when 
Nationalists and Unionists were en- 
gaged in clashes for several hours and 
the military ‘ad to be called out. The 
military remained in what were con-

SENT NEW YORK 


Portion of Shipment of $15,000,- 
000, Due to Arrive Says the 


Sun 
New York, June 19—(Canadian 
Press)—The arrival of $4,000,000 in 
gold from Ottawa, which is sald to 


be on Canadian account, is: reported 
by the New York Sun Saturday 
morning, The Sun declares that the 
total amount of gold due to arrive in 
the United States witain the next 
few days ig $15,000,000, and eays that 
the movement will not cease until the 
$70,000,000 to $100,000,000 in gold in 
the Bank of England for the account 


of the Bank of France, ‘ias been 
transferred to the’ United States, 
Aceording to The Sun report, the 


Bold arrivals of Saturday and. for 
early next week, eonsist of $4,000,000 
Saturday, consigned to the New York 
agency of the Rank of Montreal, and 
$4,000,000 on Monday also consigned 
to that instgution, and $7,000,000 ap- 
proximately for edTly next week at a 
Pacific coast port to tae credit of 
J. P. Morgan and company, for the 
account of the British government, 

Regarding the gold said to be ar- 
riving from Canada to the Bank of 
Montreal here, Tae Sun says: 

"The $8,000,600 of the yellow metal 
Scheduled to arrive in New York from 
Canada is said in some quarters to be 
exclusively for Canadian government 
account, and not for the account of 
the British government, but indirectly 
the gold will be applicable sere to 
the use of the British government, 
even though immediate credit is to 
the Canadian government. On the 
other hand, that gold may be from 
the store of yellow metal held in 
Ottawa for the account of tae Bank 
of ngland, and in that event, 
would be applicable direatly to the 
relief of the Anglo-French foan.” 

Questioned by the Canadian Press 
Saturday morning, Mr. E, P, Hunger- 
ford, manager of the Bank of Mon- 
treal here, deckined eitaer to confirm 
or deny this report. “We are not 
Permitted to discuss matters,” he said.

Baptist Oonference Views the. 
Situation with Concern— 
Want Business Change 


Calgary,, June 19—Containing a 
Geclaration that “every employer 


should see to it that every employee 
receives not only a living wage, but 
where practicable, should be virtually 
& partner in the business, sharing in 
the »rofite and loss,” the Alberta Bap- 
tist conference adopted the repart of 
tae executive board of the conference, 


thereby announcing their policy with 
respect to labor. The report in this 
connection urges that all members of 
the church consistently carry out tue 
spirit of the golden rule. 


Following the lines of other reli- 
Bious conferences of the past few 
weeks the report also finds that ‘ihe 


unbridled pursuit of pleasure. is cauo- 
Ing alarm on the part of Christian 
leaders. From nearly every quarter 
of city and country there 1s a devp 
concern on the part of parents, 
Preachers, and teachers regarding the 
immoral influence of the public dance 
and card playing, which are so com- 


mon, It is generally reported that 
since the adoption of prohibd::ion 
gambling is on the Increase, Taere 


Ought to be a clear note sounded on 
thes» questions, from every prlpit.” 

Concerning religious development 
of the church in the province, 6 
report deplores the apparent slow 
growth of membership, finding that 
there had been only 169 baptisms in 
1919. I¢ tais means, says the report, 
that the spirit of evangelism Has died 
out, the Baptist cause is doomed. 

Satisfactory Finances 

The financial report of the board is 
very eatisfactory, however. Th big- 
gest of the churches have come up to 
expectations and one church, tae First 
caurch at Lethbridge, has become 
self-supporting again. 

The growth of the church {s shown 
In the figures quoted that in 1894 
there was but four cliuiclies with 170 
members in the province, while in 
1920 tuere are 60 churches with 4,255 
members, 

The report declares with emphasis 
that more attention must be given to 
the rural districts, where {in many 
parts of Alberia, there are mo reli- 
gious privileges at al. The report 
urges'upon tne young men of ¢he 
clergy to give as much attention to 
the country as possible. The burden 
of the entire report is that there must 
be a great stimulus very soon to the 
work of the church, otherwise all the 
ground that has been gained will be 
lost, and tae church will fail to gain 
footing tn new places. 

The report is submitted by Thos. 
Underwood, chairman, and Rev, C. C. 
McLaurin, superintendent. 

Clergy Should be Expert 

The address by the president of the 
conference, Rev. D. M, Thompson of 
Edmonton, followed a similar strain, 
and Mr. Thompson recognizes the 
difficulty in holding the young people 
to the churea, Mr. Thompson also 
emphasizes the great dearth of lead- 
ers, and points out the vital necessity 
of the church leadere and pastors 
being experts in their chosen work. 
Mr. Thompeon, speaking of condi- 
tlons of religious life in the province, 
says that tue work of the church will 
always present an unsolved problem 
until men and women realize tiat the 
great commission was given to all, and 
not to a selected few. The church is 
asleep, declares Mr. Thompson, there 
are too many drones and somnambu- 
ists. Mr. Thompson suggests it 
might be a good idea to prohibit re- 
election of officers in the church, t.jat 
young blood might be brought con- 
tinually into church work, 

Greetings were brought to the con- 
vention from the Presbyterian church 
by Rev. Mr, Wilson and Mr, Ross. A 
large number of new pastors were in- 
troduced and visitors from other con- 
ventions, H. H. Hull of the Alberta 
Social Service League brougit a reso- 
lution to the convention calling upon 
it to support the coming referendum.

Night of Terror When National 


And Union Factions Battle) or woRK IN8MO. 


Rifles and Pistols Freely Used, and Small Force of City 
Police Powerless—Soldiers. Finally Restore Order, 


After Number of Men 
Outbreak in City. During 


Londonderry, Ireland, June 19.¢——— 


—This city spent another night of 
terror Friday night, as a result 
of violent pistol and rifle fighting 
between Nationalists and Union- 
ists. There was a two-hour pitch- 
ed battle at the riverside. Com- 
parative quiet was finally re- 
stored by the soldiery. 

The small police force in the 
city was powerless in the face of 
the violence of opposing parties, 
and the military ultimately had 
to be called out, The efforts of 
the troops resulted in the restora- 
tion of comparatively tranquil 


conditions by midnight, although | 


firing continued several hours 
more, , 

The reports received by 
authorities during the morning 
showed that several men had been 
wounded in the fighting, 

During fhe fray, armed parties 
of both factions controlled large 
areas in various parts of the city. 
These parties stopped all pedes- 
irians, whom they searched for 
arms.: , 

Londonderry was the scene o 
violent rioting on Saturday night, 
May 15, Unionists and National- 
ists clashing for hours in parts of 
the Ulster city. A policeman was 
killed by the rioters, and many 
persons were wounded during the 
fighting. The rioting was re- 
newed on Sunday, and hundreds 
of troops had to be brought to the 
keene, It was not wntil well in 
to the week that the city was 
fully quieted down.
